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Rain blamed 
forsewer 
collapses

Recent rains have apparently caused a number 
of sewer breaks throughout the city 

While the cause of all of the breaks has not yet 
been determined, Public Works Director Brett 
Hanke said that the fact that the groundwater 
table is about five feet higher than normal — the 
Fesult of heavy rains — has probably contributed 
to the problems. 

The most serious of the breaks occurred in the 
2800 block of Denver Street in West Granite, 
Swhere the collapse of about 50 feet of a 36-inch 
combined sewer line earlier this month left a 
giant hole in the middle of the street. 

Street Superintendent Clayton ‘‘Jug’”’ Harrison 
Said that when his workers initially noticed 
small hole in the street May 5, they tried to fix 
the problem with point repairs to the sewer line, 

But on May 12, when the entire line collapsed 
and the street caved in with it, Harrison called 
the mayor to look at the emergency problem and 
then authorized Hank’s Excavating of Belleville 
to replace the collapsed pipe. 

“It was like a river,”” Harrison said. 

Hanke said that Hank’s completed the 
replacement of the 50-foot section Thursday 
afternoon. The hole was being-filled Friday and 
the street should be repaved by the end of this

Suit seeks new mayoral 
election in Venice

An architect is drawing up 
plans for expanding the Madison 
County Jail in Edwardsville and 
possibly adding a wing to house 
juvenile offenders 

County officials maintain no 
formal decision has been made 
to enlarge the frequently over- 
crowded jail or add a juvenile 
wing, 

Wednesday, however, the 
County Board approved a plan to 
hire.Henry R. Gabriel and Asso- 
ciates, a Granite City architec- 
tural firm, to draw up blueprints 
for a new roof for “the “building 
that--houses the county jail and 
Sheriff’s Department. 

In. addition, the architects 
have" been directed to come up 
with plans and cost estimates for * 
expanding the jail, including 
adding a juvenile wing, officials 
said. 

The direction of any expansion 
will be decided by a task force 
made up of three County Board 
committees, county Administra- 
tor Jim Monday said. 

Henry Gabriel was the archi- 
tect who designed the jail in the 
late 1970s and warned board 
members then that its flat roof 
would eventually leak. Officials 
chose a flat roof over a truss 
ropf to save money. 

Now Gabriel is being brought 
back to install a truss roof.

Action. Committee can give to a 
candidate. In my campaign, I 
stfessed the issue of limiting 
PAC contributions, with which 
Cohgressman Jerry Costello also 
agrees.

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Stadium road improvements sought 


While Edwardsville Mayor 
Gary Niebur works to unclog a 
stalemate blocking sewer lines 
for the Olympic Festival. Stadi- 
um at Southern Illinois Universi- 
ty at Edwardsville, stadium 
backers are looking for an 
improved road to the site 

Ralph Korte, who spearheaded 
the fund-raising campaign for 
the stadium, is trying to interest 
Madison County and Edwards- 
ville Township in widening and 
improving Bluff Road, which 
runs past the site. 

Korte. chairman of the Citi- 
zens for Track and Field and 
Soccer Stadium, which raised 
$1.4 million in promised dona- 
tions for the project, has written 
to--county officials requesting 
that money be allocated for fix- 
ing up the road 

He recently met with County 
Board Chairman Nelson Ha 
nauer and Jeff Hessel townsh: 
highway commissioner, to dis- 
cuss improvements. Edwards- 
ville Township owns’ the road, 
but county money is often used 
for township road construction 

Korte said he is looking past 
the U.S. Olympic Festival in his 
quest to widen and improve the 
road. He said Bluff Road is suffi- 
cient to handle the thousands of 
spectators expected to attend 
events during the July 1994 festi- 
val, but there will be other uses 
for the stadium and the road 

“It is not the quatity of a 
(Highway) 157,’’ Korte said of 
Bluff Road. ‘‘In the long run, it 
would be good planning to

progress on the four-mile sewer 
line from the stadium up to the 
water treatment plant has been 
in limbo.

Blackshere will replace Don 
Johnson, who will take over the 
state presidency from Rich 
Walsh on June 1. Walsh will 
become the director of the 
national AFL-CIO’s Committee 
on Political Education. 

During her 16 years as a kin- 
dergarten teacher in Madison, 
Blackshere was an active union 
member and leader, serving as 
president of Madison Federation 
of Teachers Local 763, as well as 
an active member of the Demo- 
cratic party organization. 

She served as a member of 
Board of Trustees of Southern 
Illinois University from 1973 to 
1979 and was a delegate to the 
National Democratic Convention 
in 1976. 


“Margaret has been outstand- 
ing at everything she’s done,” 
said Madison Mayor John Bell- 
coff, Madison County Democrat- 
ic chairman. ‘‘She has always 
fought hard for the rights of 
teachers in the state and fought 
hard for the Democratic Party.”

Mitchell returns 
with kickboxing 
win under belt

Picture a setting where you are forced to 
scrounge for food in a place where virtually no 
one speaks English, travel is accomplished for the 
most part by walking and the nearest city i 
something called Dnepropetrowsk. 

The above scenario could describe a war, a 
third-world country or simply survival of the 
fittest. Or it could depict an eight-day training 

eriod for a kickboxer. Ed Mitchell experienced 
just that during his recent trip to Ukraine for a 

ickboxing match against the No. 1-ranked fighter 
in Asia and Europe. 

Mitchell, the Granite-City native better-known as 
the North American super light-heavyweight 

- champion of the Karate International Council of 
Kickboxing, had the experience of a lifetime to 
talk about when he returned from an ll-day stay 
in the heart of Russia 7 

SUCH.A TRIP would have been impossible for 
most Americans to make until just about two or 
three years ago. And from talking to Mitchell, it is 
easy to understand why- 

t was different,”’ Mitchell said. “It was like 
stepping back in time about 40 years. Food was 
searce. I probably lost about seven pounds before 
my fight. 

“Everywhere you went, you had to walk. They 
didn’t have any fuel. It’s not a good place for a 
vacation, but I’m glad I went.” 

The trip was well worth it for Mitchell, who was 
invited-to take-on-the-top-kickboxer.in Russia. 
Andrei Yakunin. Mitchell defeated Yakunin by 
technical knockout in a seven-round match May 2. 


THE FIGHT culminated an eye-opening cultural 
experience for Mitchell and his manager, Jim 
Boucher. It also could open.some doors for 
Mitchell here in his home country. 
“This was a good breakthrough for Ed,” 
Boucher said. ‘“He showed Russia.””

After flying from New York to 
Kiev. which happens to be 
located 100 miles from Cherno- 
byl — Mitchell traveled on a 
sleeper-train-for—14-hours_to_the — 
city, of Dnepropetrowsk. With a 
population of over 1 million, the 
city-was not small. But it was 
not the typical “big city.” 

Mitchell was given a gym to 
train-in, and he had Boucher 
stayed ina hotel. For 11 days, 
they ‘struggled to communicate 
with ‘others and lived primarily 
on “Cucumbers, tomatoes and 
bread. 

“We just had to wing it,” 
Mitchell said. “‘They were really 
nice to us, they just didn’t have 
much to give us. If you went 
into_a restaurant, you ate what 
was. there. It was just however 
much you could eat. On the day 


I fought, I probably walked 
about eight miles looking for 
breakfast. 

“T saw old women pushing 


wheelbarrows in the fields. As 
far as the stores went, they just 
sold whatever they had. Most of 
the merchandise might have 
been \stuff that was discontinued 
here 20 years ago.”” 

Like Mitchell, Boucher has 
been to other countries. He-is a 
former three-time kickboxing 
champion who has competed in 
Japan and Thailand. 

“T’ve been all over the world, 
but I’ve never had an experience 
lik@“that one,"’ Boucher said. ‘It 
was extraordinary
